Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 25-26 and 28-50 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claims 25 and 50, the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the collective limitations of the claim, including a household appliance 
comprising a front door having an upper edge, the front door being opened and closed 
to access an appliance interior space; a front cover disposed in front of the door; and at 
least one light guide for transmitting a signal light emitted by an optical status display 
device, the optical status display device being located at a spacing from the upper edge 
of the front door, wherein the light guide is arranged so that the signal light is disposed 
in the front cover so that the light is transmitted in the direction of the front side of the 
cover. Claims 26 and 28-49 are allowable in that they are dependent on, and further 
limit claim 25. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."

4. Applicant's arguments filed in the Appeal Brief on January 11 , 201 0 with respect 
to rejections in the previous Office Action have been fully considered and are 
persuasive.

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure: 

1 ) Okumura (JP 2002-22347) discloses a household appliance with a front door and a 
front cover disposed in front of the front door and a light guide disposed in the front 
cover. However, Okumura does not teach transmission of a signal light from an optical 
status display device through the light guide so that the signal light is disposed in the 
front cover. 

2) Lee (US 6,708,506) discloses a household appliance with a front door; at least one 
optical status display device mounted in the household appliance, the optical status 
display device being located at a spacing from the upper edge of the front door so that a 
signal light is disposed in a front surface of the front door. Thus Lee does not teach a 
separate front cover disposed in front of the front door, and the cover 1 9 disposed within 
the front surface of the door which displays the signal light is not a "light guide" as that 
term is used to one of ordinary skill in the art.
